The last chapter in a one-year-old 
criminal case was resolved as quick- 
ly as an ember starting a fire 
Monday, when the Lake State 
Railway, Inc. agreed to pay less than 
a third of the costs for damages a 
wildfire caused about three ago. 


Judge Monte J. Burmeister agreed 
to allow Lake State Railway, Inc. of 


‘Saginaw, to pay the State of 


Michigan and local units of govern- 
ment $274,209.12 for a fire which 
occurred south of Grayling on April 
24, 2008. The rail company was 
placed on probation for a year and 
the company agreed to implement a 


court costs and probation oversight 
fees, the company will pay 
$275,242, 12. 

The fire burned down 1,300 acres 
of forest, three homes and other 
buildings, located on Grayling 
Game Club property south of 
Grayling by Simpson Lake.

town museum, 

The congressman had 
paid for that particular 
couch at one point as a spe- 
cial purchase because he 
wanted one longer and obvi- 
ously more comfortable 
than the normal govern- 


ment-supplied sofa which 
graces each congress mem- 
ber’s office suite.

WHY WOULD inembers 
of the greatest deliberative 
body in the country want to 
sleep on a couch in their 
offices? 

It’s cheaper, for one thing. 
Rents in Washington are 
quite steep. On the other 
hand, Congressional pay is 
not picayune. 

It’s convenient, Traffic 
can be horrendous in 
Washington, and members 
can work late hours and not 
worry about a long and trou- 
blesome conunute home at 
night and back in the morn- 
ing. 

Actual and formal duties 
in Washington usually are 
during a short work week, 
often only three days, so 
members can fly back to 
their districts each weekend 
to be with their families, 
work in home offices and 
meet with constituents per- 
sonally. 

All of these possible rea- 
sons can be countered, of 
course, and the job really is 


based at least in part in 
Washington. Many mem- 
bers maintain residences in 
both the home district and 
the Washington area. 

However, to me Congress 
members sleeping in their 
office suites is quite tacky, 
and beneath the dignity of 
the office itself, although it’s 
probably perfectly not ille- 
gal.

Myths behind drive to repeal” 
the Affordable Care Act 


One of the Senate’s first 
significant votes of the year 
was On an attempt to repeal 
the Affordable Care Act, 
the health insurance reform 
that became law last year. | 
believe the attempt to 
repeal it stemmed from a 
number of myths about the 
law, 

Some opponents said the 
new law amounts to a “gov- 
ernment 
health care. Some said it 
violates the Constitution. 
Others said it will cut the 
benefits on which Medicare 
recipients depend, or will 
explode the deficit, or will 
kill jobs. 

If such a law existed, I’¢ 
want to repeal it too. 
Thankfully, the Affordable 
Care Act does none of 
those things. 

This law does not take 
over the health care system; 
it strengthens and protects 
our existing private heaith 
insurance system. The 
independent fact checkers 
at Politifact.com found that 
the law “is, at its heart, a 
systein that relies on private 
companies and the free 
market,” and called the 
claim that government 
would take over the system 
Politifact’s “Lie of the 
Year.” 

The new law does not 
violate the Constitution, 
Opponents claim that the 
law violates the 
Constitution because it 
requires citizens to pur- 
chase insurance, Under 
their arguments, many 
other programs, including 
Medicare, would also vio- 
late the Constitution. 
Perhaps that is what these 
opponents believe, but it is 
emphatically not what most 
Americans believe, and it is 
contrary to decades of legal 
precedent, 

- This law does not reduce 


takeover” of 


care for Medicare benefi- 
ciaries. In fact, most 
Medicare recipients already 
enjoy expanded benefits 
under the Affordable Care 
Act. Medicare beneficiaries 
now reccive preventive care 
such as annual check-ups 
with no out-of-pocket 
costs; and starting last year 
this law began to shrink the 
“donut hole” that hits so 
many seniors with signifi- 
cant drug costs. The law 
strengthens Medicare by 
beginning to rein in the 
enormous costs that threat- 
en to swamp the system in 
coming years, and it does 
so by encouraging efficien- 
cy and réducing waste and 
abuse. 

The Affordable Care Act 
does not explode the 
deficit. The independent, 
nonpartisan Congressional 
Budget Office found that 
repeal of the Affordable 
Care Act would increase 
the deficit by $143 billion 
over the first decade and by 
significantly more in the 
years to follow. It was iron- 
ic in the extreme that mem- 
bers of Congress who say 
they want to reduce the 
deficit would try to add 
$143 billion to that deficit 
as their first major action of 
the year. 

This law does not kill 
jobs. Again, independent 
observers have dismissed 
this claim as patently false. 
The independent 
FactCheck.org called the 
claim “exaggerated and 
misleading” and said the 


law’s opponents have 
“badly misrepresented” 
findings by the 
Congressional = Budget 
Office in making their 
arguments. 

Here’s what the 


Affordable Care Act does, 
in fact, do. 
This 


law _ protects 


Americans from abuses by 
insurance companies, such 
as denial of coverage for 
pre-existing conditions or 
gender, It allows parents to 
keep children covered 
under their insurance plan 
until age 26. It requires that 
coverage include preven- 
tive care at no oul-of-pock- 
et cost. It limits the unilat- 
eral power of insurance 
companies to arbitrarily 
impose annual or lifetime 
coverage limits. Those 
arbitrary limits have forced 
families to choose between 
much-needed care and 
bankruptcy. 

Families will be protect- 
ed from unexplained pre- 
mium increases, and they 
will get clear, easy-to-read 
summaries of their options. 
Small businesses — will 
receive tax credits to help 
them provide affordable 
insurance coverage to their 
workers, And insurance 
companies will be prevent- 
ed from rescinding cover- 
age when patients need it 
most — when they get sick. 

This law is sensible, 
moderate reform that in the 
coming years will make 
health insurance more 
affordable and secure for 
those who have it today, 
and make affordable cover- 
age available for millions 
of Americans who are now 
without it. It will reduce the 
deficit, protect the 
Medicare benefits that 
seniors depend on now and 
in the future, and help fam- 
ilies afford the insurance 
coverage they need. It was 
good for Michigan and the 
nation that this important 
law’s opponents failed in 
their efforts to repeal it.

12:17-20 is how ‘to over- 
. come evil with good. Verse 
21 states this summary: 
“21Be not overcome of evil, 
bul overcome evil with 
good.” Living by love make 
us honest in verse 17; 
“Recompense to no man evil 
for evil. Provide things hon- 
est in the sight of all men.” 
Living by love makes us 
peaceful in verse 18: “If it 
be possible, as much as lieth

makes us non-vindictive in 
verse 19: “Dearly beloved, 
avenge not yourselves, bul 
rather give place unto wrath:

The Stephan 
Bridge Road ftre, which 
startled on May 8, 1990, 
destroyed 76 homes, 125 
other structures and 37 vehi- 
cles as it swept over 5,916 
acres, 

Most recently, the 
Meridian - Road Boundary 
fire, which started May, 18 
2010, destroyed 8,586 acres 
of land. Most of the property 
was owned by the U.S.
